ne of the few artists to have successfully drawn 

all seven television Doctors, John Ridgway’s 
contribution to the history of the Doctor Who 
comic strips is huge. He joined writer Steve 
Parkhouse in 1984 at the beginning of the strip 
adventures of the Sixth Doctor in Doctor Who 
Magazine. John’s work included the creation of 
Frobisher the shape-shifting penguin and then 
overseeing the start of the Seventh Doctor’s run. 
Recently he drew DWM’s Thirtieth Anniversary 
Seven Doctors adventure Time and Time Again in 
his latest story, featuring the Seventh Doctor, 
Cuckoo is currently running in DWM Issues 208 to 
210. Here John shares his memories of the strips 


with Doctor Who Classic Comics. 


had worked with Steve Parkhouse before 

Doctor Who, on Warrior Magazine, drawing 

two short stories, The Shroud, the Spire and 
the Stars and Home is the Sailor. | had also 
helped to ink Steve’s serial The Spiral Path and 
Iwas to have taken over ail the artwork on The 
Spiral Path from about Part Four but couldn't. 
This was because I was only a part-time artist 
back then, working fulltime as an engineer 
and my company sent me out to Nigeria to 
commission equipment. The only thing I will 
say about Nigeria is that if you have an oppor- 
tunity to go there - don't go! 

For the first few instalments of my Doctor 
Who work I was still working only as a part- 
timer, drawing each evening from 7 to 10pm 
and practically all the weekends, as well as 
continuing my full-time job. As I had been 
working like that for the previous fifteen years 
or so, it was no extra strain. About that time I 
heard that I had work on a strip version of 
Enid Blyton’s Famous Five, produced in 
Denmark by Guttenberghus (now Egmont, 
who own Fleetway Publications). I knew that 
the comic was not going to be released for 
twelve months so I had at least a year’s work 
coming in and so this (together with Doctor 
Who) gave me the security I needed to 
become a full-time comic artist. Steve 
Parkhouse helped on Famous Five by inking 
the backgrounds to the first two books I drew. 
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When I drew 
my first Doctor 
Who, all I had 
were two 
rather fuzzy 
newspaper 
photographs of Colin Baker coming out of the 
TARDIS. It was impossible to get more than a 
vague likeness of Colin from the photographs 
and while I could see that the front of his coat 
had a tartan pattern I had no idea how elabo- 
rate the thing was. For my second instalment I 
had a number of close-up general publicity 
shots, but it wasn’t until I saw Colin on televi- 
sion that I could start to get a feel for his 
height, mannerisms and general personality. 
This was the first time that I had attempted to 
draw likenesses so it was slow going for a 
while. 

That first year was absolutely great! Steve 
tailor-made the stories to what he knew I 
would enjoy drawing. I cannot praise Steve too 
highly. He is a fine artist and the scripts he pro- 
duced for me are the best scripts I have ever 
worked on. I am only sorry that since then our 
different schedules have prevented us from 
working together again. 

Steve had by then been writing (and at one 
stage drawing) Doctor Who for about four 
years and was feeling exhausted. His scripts 
were sometimes reduced to very brief picture- 


by-picture instructions over the ‘phone and I 
quite enjoyed this method as Steve made up 
the dialogue to suit my pictures, and when the 
magazine was published it was like reading 
something new. This way of working was an 
intermediate step between the traditional full 
script and the Marvel plot method, where the 
writer supplies a plotline which the artist draws 
and the writer goes back to actually dialogue. I 
must say that the Marvel method is the best 
way to draw comics because they are (obvious- 
ly) avisual medium and this method allows the 
artist to get the best out of his own artistic 
strengths. 

It was Steve who came up with the idea of 
Frobisher developing mono-morphia and get- 
ting stuck as a penguin. I think that early on he 
had realised that Frobisher’s shape changing 
was too powerful an ability — at one stage he 
turned into a guard armed with a fully function- 
al ray-gun! Another time he became a fly - I 
don’t know what happened to his spare mass 
at that point — he must have been a very dense 
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The story Once Upon A Time Lord wasn’t 
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had recently taken over. C 
recently appeared in Time and Time Ag 
alongside the family of small penguins from 
the same panel. I was very sad when Steve left 
the strip. In that final episode, the words of

denly appeared from nowhere and blew up the 
bad guy and the Cybermen. I also decided to 
re-use Steve's idea of mono-morphia to explain 


how Frobisher was 
kept a prisoner in a 
cell. 

A succession of 
writers followed Alan 
and whilst they pro- 
duced a wide variety 
of stories, there was 
none of Steve's conti- 
nuity to build upon. 
As an artist, I usually 
get quite involved 
with the characters I 
draw — I have to, to 
be able to portray 


off in the television 
series; there I was 
drawing a beautiful 
young woman, full of 
the joys of life, believ- 
ing she was going to 
come to a hideous 
end. 

The last story I 
drew featuring Colin 


Baker as the Doctor 


was done while I was also drawing Hellblazer 
for DC Comics in America. To meet the dead- 
lines I was helped on Doctor Who by Tim 
Perkins who was then a regular inker for 
Marvel UK and has since helped me a num- 
ber of times on work for 2000AD and Marvel 
in the States. I felt very angered by the way 
Colin Baker was forced to leave the TV show — 
Thad met him at a convention in Bath and I 
was impressed by his very obvious enthusiasm 
for the role. Colin had a tremendous potential 
that was only partially utilised by the series. I 
drew all the stories during the Colin Baker era 
so it is natural that I consider him to be “my 
Doctor”. 


Because of the nature of Colin’s departure I 
was not impressed by Sylvester McCoy in the 
role — probably quite unfairly. Also Peri had left 
the strip and Frobisher was being written out. I 
was finding it difficult to draw both Doctor Who 
and Hellblazer and Sheila Cranna told me that 
because of falling ratings on the show and a 
corresponding fall in sales of DWM, she could 
not be certain how long the magazine would 
continue. I hated drawing Hellblazer — it con- 
tained next to no pictures which were interest- 
ing to draw. It had no beauty, nothing of nature 
and nothing but an everlasting succession of 
pictures that seemed to be little more than 
elaborate, time-consuming frames for dia- 
logue. I had to grind my way through each 
issue knowing that the next one was waiting — 
what I called high-speed boredom! Even so, if 
DWM vas to fail I had to keep on working so I 
reluctantly handed in my notice on the Who 
strip. I was annoyed to discover that the new 
editor of DWM immediately gave out six 
months work. If I had known that work was 
available and DWM was to continue after all, I 
would have stopped drawing Hellblazer. As it 
was, I found working on Hellblazer so unpleas- 
ant that I handed in my notice on that comic a 
few weeks later anyway. 

Recently I have returned to the Who strip for 
odd stories which has been a lot of fun - 
Doctor Who was a point of change in my life 
and career at the beginning. A change that has 
proved to be very much for the good.

The scripts had already been 
written when she decided, quite suddenly, to leave, so | had 
to go back over the whole serial.”

The din of an ominous alien heartbeat is the eerie backdrop to van 
Lutyens’ sombre wamings. “Down there,” he indicates, “in the 
darkness . . . waiting.” 

In the Hanis’ living quarters, the Doctor warns Jamie not to touch the 
seaweed. The Doctor recommends that Harris puts his wife under 
medical supervision, and while he leaves to arrange it the TARDIS 
crew reflect on their new-found freedom. They leave the sleeping 
Maggie, failing to notice the weed-growth consuming her hand. 


Robson claims the heartbeat is merely the sound of a fault at the base 
of the impeller, and demands that the pump is operational in half-an- 
hour. In the TARDIS, the Doctor has submerged a sample of the 
weed in a tank. He is experimenting with cylinders of natural gas and 
observing its effect on the weed. Victoria meanwhile conducts her own 
tests, which indicate that the weed is emitting a toxic gas. Jamie inter- 
tupts with the alarming observation of “little wriggly things" in the weed. 
The Doctor deduces this is in fact molecular movement. “This,” says 
Victoria, ‘means that the weed is just as much alive as you and me.” 
At the refinery, Harris appears unconcerned at van Lutyens’ reserv- 
ations —he is preoccupied with his wife's poor health. He asks Price to 
(ya a couple of orderlies over to his home with a stretcher. Robson is 
rious that Hanis left the Doctor, Jamie and Victoria unattended. He 
reminds Hanis that they are prisoners — and probably saboteurs. 


The intercom informs Robson that the impeller is once more moving. 
Robson feels vindicated: “I told you it was just a mechanical fault didn't 
1?" It soon, however, grinds to a halt again. The Chief Engineer 
protests that the fault must be at the base. Robson rounds on van 
Lutyens furiously. The Dutchman simply repeats that the gas flow 
should have been tumed off. Robson's mood verges on paranoia and, 
after a further outburst, he retires to his quarters. Harris is anxious to 
retum to his sick wife, but van Lutyens implores him to stay: “Robson. 
is cracking up — you're the only man with authority to take over.” 


In the TARDIS the Doctor shows Jamie and Victoria an illustration of 
what he believes is the weed creature. Victoria confirms it is the same 
as the creature which attacked her at the compound. The sample 
weed in the tank has already increased in size, and it begins to emit 
toxic gas. The weed becomes agitated, so Jamie and the Doctor 
attempt to jam the lid on the tank. They observe the weed shrink 
under the glass and the Doctor deduces that the weed is feeding off 
the natural gas beneath the North Sea and giving off toxic emissions. 
They head back to Harris’ quarters. Robson accuses van Lutyens and 
Harris of undermining his authority. He accuses them, and the Chief 
Engineer, of a conspiracy against him. “I'm in charge here!” he 
screams before storming out. Van Lutyens decides to contact his 
superiors in the Hague — Robson is clearly unfit for command. Back in 
his quarters, Robson tries to relax on his bed. 


In the corridor Mr Oak locks the door to Robson's quarters. Robson 
asks who's there, and calls out that he is not to be disturbed. The 
silent saboteur operates the emergency vent control, Robson chokes 
and, looking up, notices that weed-impregnated foam is swarming 
through the ventilator grille. 


Robson's frenzied screams alert Harris, who finds his boss distraught 
after the seaweed's attack. The Doctor thanks Victoria for helping him 
through the window of the Harris’ locked flat. They soon notice the 
‘smell of toxic gas and the Doctor sends Jamie to investigate the 
kitchen. In the bedroom, the Doctor and Victoria witness a huge weed 
and foam-creature seething across the floor. Victoria screams hysteri- 
Cally and before their eyes, the creature recedes. In the kitchen Jamie 
is marooned on a table amidst the swarming weed and its foam.

In the hallway, the Doctor pulls down some long curtains and, with 
Victoria's help, knots them together into a makeshift rope. They throw: 
the lifeline to Jamie who ties it round a table-leg. They drag the semi- 
conscious Scotsman across the room and carry him back to the com- 
pound. Harris tells van Lutyens about the seaweed in Robson's quar- 
ters. Van Lutyens hypothesises that the creature must have retreated 
back down the ventilator shaft having achieved its purpose. Harris 
visits Price and asks him to alert the any posts about Robson's 
unstable condition and recommends that all emergency ventilators are 
in future kept shut. 
The Doctor and Victoria look after the partly recovered Jamie. Victoria 
seems upset and asks the Doctor why they always seem to end up in 
trouble. “I don't really like being scared out of my wits every second . . . 
| just wish that once, oh never mind.” She seems to decide against 
saying any more and they head for the communications room. There, 
Harris has just informed Megan Jones (the director of Euro Sea Gas) 
that he has assumed command. The Doctor arrives and tells Harris 
he believes seaweed is responsible for their difficulties. Nearby, Quill 
and his fellow saboteur Oak overhear their conversation. The Doctor 
goes on to explain that the parasitic seaweed can protect itself by giv- 
ing off a toxic gas. He is horrified to leam that Maggie has yet to be 
taken to the Medicare centre — she clearly wasn't in her quarters. 


Maggie is on the beach with Controller Robson — they are both 
infected by the parasitic seaweed. “You know what you must do,” she 
tells him, “You will obey.” She unflinchingly wades through the water, 
Resolutely marching into the sea, the waves swallow her . . .

Zarcus of Neon had insisted that the 
Doctor could make no use of weaponry in his confronta- 
tion with the pirates and at the successful conclusion of 
the tale the Doctor thanks him: “You've done a lot for us, 
Zarcus!
